Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 8/30/2004. These drawings are approved by the 
Examiner. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 63, 64 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 63, line 2, the term "porition" should be changed to "portion". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 54, 61-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In regard to claim 54, the terms "respective proximal ends" and "respective distal 
ends" renders the claim vague and indefinite since "a proximal end" and "a distal tip 
end" were set forth for each of the first and second rod portions" and therefore the claim 
should positively refer back to these terms. 
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In regard to claim 61 , the phrase "so as to impart a diverging fork configuration" 
renders the claim vague and indefinite since the term "impart" is defined as "1 To grant 
a share of: BESTOW. 2. To make known: COMMUNICATE" which does not 
accurately describe the manner in which the second and first rod portions form the fork 
configuration. Possibly the term "form" should replace "impart". 

In regard to claim 64, the phrase "...form a diverging angle in a direction 
extending towards each respective distal end" renders the claim vague and indefinite 
since the diverging angle is formed between the rod portions and that the angle 
diverges in a direction toward the distal tip ends. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,2,6-11, 25-27, 31 , 48-53, and 55-60 are allowed. 

6. Claim 54 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 61-65 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claim 1, the prior art of record does not disclose a fishing pole 
comprising an elongated coil spring supported by the base and the second rod portion 
supported by the rod so as to form a fork between the first rod portion and second rod 
portion. 
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In regard to claim 25, the prior art of record does not disclose a fishing rod 
comprising the second rod portion being supported from the rod so as to extend from an 
interior of the distal end of the coil spring and the second rod portion forms a separate 
branch relative to the first rod portion. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
